W .M . BREAM 
LOSES $10,500 
FROM ESTATE 


The 
Adams 
County 
court 
has directed that the approx!* 
ovately $10,500 due William G. 
Bream from the estate of his 
father shall be paid instead to 
William Bream's wife for the 
support of their three chil­ 
dren. 


The decision is listed as a 
''decree nisi" by the court in 
an opinion handed down this 
morning in the complaint in 
equity filed by the wife, Mrs. 
Helen M. Bream. A decree 
nisi means that it will become 
final if no objections are filed 
within IO days. 


In the court’s opinion it was 
noted 
that 
the 
Breams 
w e re 1 
m arried Oct. 25, 
1952, and re­ 
sided 
together 
until 
William 
Bream joined the Army in Jan., 
1959. 
Allotments 
were 
received 
from the Army until Sept., 1959, 
when Bream went AWOL from the 
Army. 


SHARE OF ESTATE 
The court ruled that "there is 
presently payable to the defendant 
from 
the 
estate 
of 
Glenn 
C. 
Bream, 
deceased 
(his 
father), 
$3,309.41 and that there is in the 
hands of the Gettysburg National 
Bank as trustee under the will of 
Glenn C. Bream , deceased, for 
the benefit of William G. Bream, 
the principal sum of $7,009 41 with 
accum ulated income to July 17, 
1961, of $214.52, which amount is 
payable under term s of the will 
to Bream on Dec. 16 when he 
reached the age of 26. 
PAY $40 A WEEK 
In its decision the court ruled 
that Elizabeth L. Bream, execu­ 
trix of the estate of Glenn C. 
Bream, and the Gettysburg Na­ 
tional Bank as trustee, should not 
pay the money to William G. 
Bream but that instead $40 per 
week should be paid to Mrs. Wil­ 
liam Bream for herself and three 
children, first from the uninvested 
$£309*41 from the estate until it 
is depleted, and after that from 
the estate fund of $7,009.41 plus 
interest until it is depleted. 
The court said that William G. 
Bream appeared at a hearing held 
on the m atter and did not deny 
his wife’s testimony. 
The court also said that Bream 
is not relieved of his obligation 
to support his family as a result 
of the order and any paym ents 
made by him voluntarily or in­ 
voluntarily m ust be credited upon 
the paym ents ordered hereunder.

May Send 4 0 ,0 0 0 Men 
To Reinforce Army Abroad

overseas soon to reinforce Army 
forces in Germany.

Says Powers Can’t 
Be Released Now

Gary Powers may be released 
before his 7-year sentence is up 
but international tension makes 
it impassible to free the U2 pilot 
from his Soviet prison right now. 
Khrushchev told C. L. Sulzber­ 
ger of the New York Time* in an 
interview

today

"Powers himself is not of such 
value that we would consider it 
necessary to make him serve his 
full sentence.” 
Powers was shot down over the 
Soviet city of Sverdlovsk on May 
I, 
i960, 
and 
subsequently

victed as a spy. His calc contrib­ 
uted to the breakup of the Paris 
summit conference several week.'

The suit was filed Thursday, a 
few hours before Landis’ resigna­ 
tion was announced He had been 
a special assistant to P resident« 
Kennedy 
on 
federal 
regulatory 
agencies 
The White House press secre- 
tary, Pierre Salinger, told news­ 
men it was purely coincidental 
the resignation announcement and 
divorce action came on the sam e 
day. 
S U B M IT T E D E A R L IE R 
Landis, 81, former dean of the 
Harvard Law School, submitted 
his resignation Aug. I. The White 
House noted that when he took 
the agencies assignment he said 
he wanted to serve only 
until 
June. 
Kennedy accepted Landis’ resig­ 
nation Sept. 
I and praised his 
work Salinger said tile exchange 
of letters between Landis and the 
President had not reached him 
until Thursday. 
The suit was filed by Joseph A. 
Todd, husband of Landis' secre­ 
tary 
Todd. 45. claimed that his 
wife. Pauline. 41, had been inti­ 
mate with Landis and with other 
men.

The next year 
he married Dorothv Brown, a di­ 
vorcee w’ho had been his assistant 
while he served on the Civil Aero­ 
nautics Board.

And Bow In Opener 18-6 


D espite a greatly improved per­ 
form ance over those of last year, 
G ettysburg High School Ginned its 
1961 grid season by absorbing a 
18-6 loss at the hands of a m uch 
heavier Westminster squad before 
a larg e crowd at Kurtz field F ri­ 
day evening. 
Two quick touchdowns in the 
third quarter moved Herb Ruby's 
Owls from a 6-6 halftime tie to a 
lead that never was threatened, 
the W arriors, who displayed some’ 
fine offensive work in the 
first 
half, were held to a minus two 
yards rushing in the second half. 
Their 
second half of play 
saw 
only one first down, that on a 
penalty. A nine-yard pass play 
was th e only real gainer*of the 
half. 
The two schools thus closed out 
their 
rivalry with W estm inster 
winning the series, 8 to 5, having 
won the last eight games. In ab ­ 
sorbing the setback, the local g a d ­ 
ders suffered their 12th consecu­ 
tive loss dating back to 1969. This 
ties the present consecutive gam e 
loss for the school. 
The first half of Friday night's 
tilt w as a scoreless nip-and-tuck 
affair 
until a bad punt by Jim

But on a play when Jim Newman 
picked up another first down, G et­ 
tysburg was detected offside, cost­ 
ing them a 5-yard penalty which 
hurt. Two plays later, quarterback 
Tom Duane fumbled on an a t­ 
tem pted pass play and W estm inis­ 
ter recovered. 
The Owls moved to the G ettys­ 
burg 37, mostly on the ground, but 
a 4th and IO situation saw a pass 
go incomplete. After G ettysburg 
ran their scries and punted. W est­ 
m in ster had control of the ball as 
the first period ended scoreless. 
Two plays after the second q u ar­ 
ter started, Earl Hump recovered 
his first of two fumbles by Owl 
quarterback. Mike Arbaugh, on 
the W arriors' 44 to stop a potential 
drive. 
A fter three running plays which 
w ere stopped and two penalties 
for 20 yards. Davies got off a poor 
17-yard 
punt that went out of 
bounds on the Gettysburg 47. 
H ere the Owls started rolling.

T he Warriors came right back 
for their only score of the eve­ 
ning when, on the second play 
a fte r the kickoff, Jim McCleaf, 
w ent straight up the middle on a 
quick opener untouched for an 84- 
y ard touchdown gallop. Good back­ 
field faking evidently fooled the 
W estm inster secondary 
as

since 1956 when he also walloped 
52 home run* and captured the 
triple crown.

All of these grubs eat off 
the fools of grass. This permits 
the grass to tie rolled back from 
4 ie soil like a carpet when a 
heavy infe>tafion occurs. A new 
generation 
of 
Japanese 
beetle 
grubs are now developing in areas 
of the state. 
Although the application of in­ 
secticide^ to control grubs can 
be m ade at any tune ol the year 
when the ground is not frozen, 
the best tim e to make these ap­ 
plications is in Hie fall or early 
spring. Fall rains help to wash 
the insecticides 
down into the 
soil . . . and an application here 
in Sept em ber will prevent fall 
injury from Japanese t i t l e s and 
other grubs. T here are many ma­ 
terials which give protection for 
your lawn—even from three to 
five years. 
The insecticide may be mixed 
with about one bushel of sand or 
soil, or with the fall application of 
fertilizer, and spread evenly over 
the surface and then watered in. 
The wettable powder formulation 
of any of the materials may be 
sp a y e d on using IO to 20 gallons 
of w ater, and then watering in 
with at least 25 gallons of water 
to each I.OOO square feet. Do 
not apply any of the insecticide 
with lim e or inorganic nitrogen 


fertilizers.

buys. Manufactured supplements 
containing 45 to 50 per cent crude 
protein equivalent may be more 
economical than those containing 
less protein. Generally, cottonseed 
meal and soybean oil meal can 
be used interchangeably for dairy 
cattle over 3 to 4 months of age 
Because of their gossypol content, 
some cottonseed meal? may result 
in constipation and other adverse! 
effects in calves under three to] 
four months old. This can be 
avoided ii no more than 20 peri 
cent of the grain mixture consists! 
of cottonseed meal for younger 
cattle. 


Dairymen can readily determine 
which 
protein 
supplements 
are 
the 
best 
buy 
by 
the 
simple 
anthem ata: After obtaining prices 
for oil m eals and manufactured 
concentrates, compute the cost of 
one pound of protein as furnished 
by each. To do this, divide the 
price of the ingredient per cent 
by its crude protein content. For 
example: 44 per cent soybean oil 
meal at $4 40 per cwt. provides 
protein at a cost of IO cents per 
pound ($4 40 divided by 44). The 
crude protein 
content 
may 
be 
obtained by checking the protein 
guarantee on the feed tag for any 
ingredient or manufactured feed 
The protein content for various 
feedstuffs m ay be found in Special 
Circular 41 which is available from 
the county agent's office. 
Since manufactured concentrates

HOLLYWOOD <AP»-No satire 
on Hollywood ever hit so rn,-ny 
comic touche* a* did producer* 
director George Stevens' recent 
brush with the Wall Street bank­ 
ers who apparently are running 
20th Century-Fox. 
If George will direct and Cary 
Grant 
will play the hero (Ste­ 
vens), there s a sure hit comedy. 
Stevens has been at Fox for two 
years preparing "The 
Greatest 
Story Ever Told.” a Carl Sand 
burg scripted 
movie about the 
life of Christ Some $2.300,000—in­ 
cluding $1,000,000 salary to Ste­ 
vens—has been expended so far 
en the film. 
Fox lost $25,000,000 in produc­ 
tion last year which explains Wall 
Street's part in the script. 
“For sometime we have been 
playing the game, ‘Who is Fox?’ ” 
says Stevens. He assumed it was 
Spyros Skoura.s, still president of 
the company 
who weathered a
